To Kill President 


2 Mystery Defendants, 


Gunmen’s Wives Named 


NEW YORK, Nov. 3—( 


INS)—The VU. S. government 


charged five persons Friday with an active part in the plot 
to assassinate President Truman, including the wives of the 
two Puerto Rican gunmen who stormed Blair House Wednes- 


day. 

In addition to the two women, 
the government named two mys- 
tery defendants identified only as 
“John Doe” and “Richard Roe.” 
and the surviving assassin, Oscar 
Collazo, who faeces a murder 
charge in Washington. 

“Other persons at this tame un- 
known” also were declared to have 
had a hand in the plot, which wii! 
be investigated by a federal grand 
jury in New York beginning Nov. 
8. Fifteen subpoenas have been is- 
sued so far for grand jury appear- 
ances. 

The broadening government case 
was revealed at the arraignment of 
Mrs. Carmen Torresola. dark- 
hatred, 22-year-old widow of 
Griselio Torresola. The fanatic 
Puerto Rican Nationalist was shot 
to death in the flaming gun battle 
outside Biair House, the Presi- 
dent's residence. 

Mrs. Torresola was held under 
$50,000 bail. Mrs. Collazo prev- 
iously had been held in similar 
bail. 

Mrs. Torresola was arraigned on 
a charge of “conspiring to injure 
an officer of the United States 
Government, Harry S. Truman.” 
The complaint was signed by A. E 
Whitaker, chief of the Secret Serv- 
ice in New York. 

Maximum penalty for conspir- 
acy on conviction is six vears ime 
prisonment and $5,000 fine. 

She announced during the ar- 
raignment that she did not want a 
lawyer. 

According to the same com- 
plaint, Mrs. Collazo admitted to 
the Secret Service that she gave 
her husband $100 early this week 
with the knowledge that he was 
going to Washington to carry out 
the assassination attempt.

Fortson laid out nearly 100 forms, which he said must be 
used to count the ballot of a single voter becausé. of Georgia’s 


complicated system of counting. 


The Secretary of State said re- 


turns from Senate and Congres- 
sional races are counted by the 
Governor, Secretary of State and 
Comptroller; return, on races by 
Constitutional officers are record- 
ed by the General Assembly, and 
returns for races involving Su- 
preme Court Judges on down go 
to the Secretary of State’s office. 


To avoid the complicated pro- 
cedure, Fortson suggested that re- 
turns from all races, except those 
of Constitutional offices, be count- 
ed in his office. He pointed out 


that the State Constitution re- 
quires that Constitutional officers 
returns must go to the General 
Assembly. 

At the same time, Fortson said 
vote for the Democratic slate of 
officers on the General Election 
ballot will not affect the amend- 
ments to be voted on.

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The Milk Board and the Consumer

Mr. Harris has undertaken a battle 
which, if successful, will benefit every 
milk consumer in Georgia. He has tackled 
the Milk Board at what most legal ob- 
servers believe its weakest point. It is the 
first action in many years designed to test 
the constitutionality of the Board's retail 
price-fixing powers. 

The Atlanta Constitution never has be- 
lieved the Milk Board has any right— 
legal, moral or otherwise—to establish the 
retail price of milk. The Board goes even 
further. It allocates sales according to 
areas and can and does forbid dairymen 
in one section to sell milk in another. It 
exercises arbitrary and complete jurisdic- 
tion over the entire industry in Georgia. 

The act establishing the Milk Board 
was passed in 1937. It was upheld by the 
Georgia Supreme Court a year later in an 
opinion based on a decision of the United 
States Supreme Court. Conditions now, 
- however, are utterly different. Instead of 
the temporary relief the milk act was to 
bring to farmers, encouraging them to 
produce more milk, it has turned into a 

rmanent thing, despite the fact that the 
aw is not a permanent one and requires 
periodic extension. 

The powers given the Milk Control 
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Why Reduce It? 
It’s Already Absurd 


If the county unit system is extended to 
the general election, we might well expect 
it to be followed by a “district unit sys- 
tem” in each county, The Ellijay Times- 
Courier said editorially this week. 

The Ellijay editor then proceeded to 
show statistically if that happened in his 
county, Gilmer, there would be no major- 
ity rule because “a few politicians able to 
handle enough smaller districts would for- 
ever keep control regardless of the wishes 
of the majority. 

“For example,” he points out, “the four 
smaller districts with 282 voters registered 
would have eight district votes to six for 
Ellijay, with 2,527 voters registered. 

“Would that be fair?” asks this news- 
paperman from. the Gilmer County seat. 
‘Fair or not, it would be the local situation 
if the county unit plan is approved next 
week and later applied locally.” 

The “district unit” idea may be reduc- 
ing the problem to the absurd, but absurd 
is what the proposal to extend the system 
is in the first place. 

Next door to Gilmer, in Pickens County, 
the Edge brothers, Claude and Bob, say 
that the friends of the unit system claim 
it protects rural interests, that rural in- 
terests are good schools and roads, and 
that every state bordering Georgia, none 
with the unit system, Has better schools 
and better roads than we do. 

However, according to Belmont Dennis’ 
Covington News, weekly editors like C. F. 
Owen of Ellijav and the Edge brothers of 
Jasper take a stand against county unit 
extension because they have been bought— 
by having their editorials carried in the 
daily press. 

“Many of our editors of small weeklies 
have been blirded by this one-sided presen- 
tation of the daily papers of our county 
unit system,” says the Dennis paper of 
Oct. 26. “In payment for this conversion of 
thought, their editorials are carried in the 
daily papers.” 

The folks out in Gilmer and Pickens 
and Douglas know their editors—men like 
C. F. Owen, Bob and Claude Edge, and 
P. D. Matthews—better than we do and 
better than Belmont Dennis does. They 
can decide whether those men are the type 
to sell their editorial] opinion for publicity. 

But Mr. Dennis’ eyes and mind are wide 
epen, his t unconverted by the fact 
that he prints The Market Bulletin by con- 


Board are unreasonable. Dairying can be

The milk act’s assumption that because 
milk is beneficial to the populace it is sub- 
ject to absolute control by an agency of the 
State is a fallacious one. Shoes and shirts 
also are beneficial. But does the State at- 
tempt to contro] the manufacture, distri- 
bution and sale of these items? 

The authority of the Milk Control 
Board in Georgia, and the manner in which 
it is exercised, is totalitarian in principle. 
There is no place for such a system in a 
democratic country. And if the courts do 
not throw it out then the Legislature ought 
to do 80.

Everybody acquainted with the situa- 
tion had feared Georgia would lose a seat 
in Congress as a result of the 1950 census. 
It is gratifying that official figures, re- 
leased in Washington this week, indicate 
this will not be the case. 

But Georgia’s population has not gained 
as much as the average for the whole 
country. This State’s gain over 1940 was 
10.3 percent, while the national average 
growth was 14.5 percent. 


That is contrary to most other indica- 
tors of Georgia progress. We are gaining 
in income, in manufacturing, in factory 
employment, in livestock and many other 
fields far in excess of the national average. 

And while we are delighted Georgia's 
population gain was perhaps better than 
expected, there is still cause for concern 
in the large numbers migrating to other 
States. This State’s disproportionate share 
of the very old and the very young indi- 
cates too many in the most productive 
age groups are leaving Georgia for better 
opportunity elsewhere. It also is true that 
too many of the most capable and the 
better educated are among those migrating. 

These trends are to be feared even more 
than a drop in total population which 
would result in loss of a Congressional seat.

If the units were evenly distributed on the 
basis of population it would be tolerable; but it 
is not. It is set up now so that a county in the

county of Fulton with between two and three 
hundred thousand registered voters has six. Has 
anything ever been more unfair?

Reporting results of the recent 
mass screen-testing program, Dr. 
C. J. McLoughlin, 
County Medical Society, revealed: 

Of 230,000 persons _—__ tested. 
22.400 or almost 10 percent had 
positive syphilis. 

Of 215.000 persons tested, 1.648 
had active or inactive tubercu- 
losis. 


Of 230.000 persons tested, 7,500 
or about 3.3 percent had diabetes. 

Of more than 200,000 persons 
tested, five percent were anemic. 

In addition, Dr. McLoughlin 
said, seven percent of those tested 
were grossly overweight. 

Dr. McLoughlin said health of- 
ficials had not expected to find 
such a high incidence of syphilis 
in Atlanta. He said the percentage 
of diabetics found also was some- 
what higher than the two per- 
cent expected. 

“While the incidence of tuber- 
culosis may not seem high,” he 
pointed out, “it constitutes a seri- 
ous problem when you consider 
that those with the disease are 
capable of infecting others.” 

Dr. McLoughlin was one of a 
group of speakers on the special 
health education program, spon- 
sored by the Woman's Auxiliary 
to the Fulton County Medical So- 
ciety.

There were unconfirmed rumors 
here the Dalai Lama, the 15-year- 
old living Buddha and suprem- 
spiritual and temporal ruler of 
the autonomous Himalayan State, 
had fled from the Potala, his 300- 
year-old palace at Lhasa, to take 
refuge in India as Communist 
troops plodding across “the roof 
of the world” menaced his sacred 
capital 

The Indian News Agency re- 

rted from Kalimpong the Daiai 
ama, his regent Takta Rimpoche 
and members of his cabinet had 
left Lhasa for an- “unknown des- 
tination.” 

Since the Communists threat 
developed it has been thought the 
young ruler and his court would 
go to Darjeeling in West Bengal, 
India, where his predecessor 
found sanctuary when China last 
invaded Tibet in 1910 

Indian government circles are 
apprehensive this will cause a 
further strain on India’s relations 
with Peiping which were seri- 
ously compromised ‘by a sharp 
exchange of notes over India's 
initial protest concerning invasion 
of the Himalayan sfate. 

However, in view of the strong 
religious attachment to the Dala} 
Lama among Buddhists in the 
Indian border states at Kashmir 
Sikkim and Bhutan, India could 
hardiy refuse to shelter the 
youthful priest king 
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The pilot, Capt. A. R. Saint, the 
only Englishman in the crew, ra- 
diced at 10:43 a. m. that strong 
westerly winds were driving the 
plane toward fog-shrouded Mont 
Blanc, Europe's highest peak, on 
the French-ltalian frontier. At 
that hour the rain was turning to 
the treacherous Alpine 
peak and passes 

Monks in the St. Bernard mon- 
astery, atop a 7,350-foot mountain

Fulton County Grand Jurors Friday severely criticized 
“from a business standpoint” the County Commissioners’ re- 
cent sale of timber rights without competitive bidding 


The Grand Jury, in its presen‘- 
ments. recommended in the future. 
gale of county groperty should be 
advertised and competitive bids 
received . 

Reviewing the 
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timber land was solid to James T. 
for $30.500 and subse- 
quently reclaimed and resold on 


receipt of a $45,000 offer, the 
Grand Jurv said: 

“A method of determining the 
actual value of the timber was 
available by having it appraised 
but the majority of the commis- 
sioners deemed it too expensive to 
spend more than $100 to deter- 
mine the value of this timber, al- 
though the amount involved wes 
apparentiv 30 to 50 thousand dol- 
lars.” 

Jurors found also that Grady 
Memorial Hospital is “one of the 
most inadequately housed” medi- 
cal institutions in the nation.
